FIVE AMERICANS. 
HELD BY BANDITS 


Two Other Americans 
Are Held for Ransom of 
500 Pesos Each in Tam- 
pico Field. 


México City, May 27.—Americans 
in Mexico City anxiously await word 
of the fate of J. W. Shanklin, a fel- 
low countryman kidnapped by bandits 
whose captors had promised to kill 
him by 6 o'clock Thursday night if 
20,000 pesos were not produced for 
his ransom. 

Shanklin is one of five Americans 
now held by Mexican bandits fer ran- 
som. The American embassy has 
made urgent represehitations to the 


Mexican government concerning his' 


ease, requesting that no effort of 
federal troops be spared toward ap- 
prehension of the brigands. 

No word as to whether the bandits 
had carried out their threat against 
Shanklin was expected here before 
morning, despite the fact that they 
were reported encamped but four kilo- 
meters from the El Potrero ranch in 
the state of Vera Cruz, from which 
Shanklin was taken away. Local offi- 
cials in the region, meanwhile, had 
been treating with the bandits. 

Shanklin was captured Tuesday 
morning while horseback riding in 
company with a Mexican servant. 
The three bandits who kidnapped him 
later turned their two prisoners over 
to nine others and these released the 
‘servant with the warning that Shank- 
lin would be killed Thursday evening 


at 6 o'clock unless 20,000 pesos ran- 
som was ferthcoming. 

Manager McLane, of a sugar ranch 
near where Shanklin is held, offered 
first 3,000 pesos and later 5,000 pesos, 
but both offers were refused by the 


bandits. 
Other Americans Hold. 
Two other Americans, named Griggs 
and Greeley, are reportediy held for 
ransom of 500 pesos each in the Tam- 
pico field, A captain and 15 soldiers 
have set out to rescue them, finding 
that near Galichar the bandits .had 
removed telephones and burned nearby 
bridges. The Aguila Oil company, a 
British concern, from whose camp at 
Rubero these two Americans had been 
abducted, is understood to have re- 


fusefl to pay their ransoms, but has 
taken the matter up with the depart- 
ment of industry and labor, demand- 
ey eee gg and urgent action.

WHITMAN OUSTED

Governor Small Removes 
Warden as Result of In- 
vestigation Conducted 
by Grand Jury.

Chicago, 
Ten Small today removed John L. 
Whitman, warden of the state prison 
at Joliet, as the result of grand jury 
investigations of prison conditions and 
the crime. situation in Chicago and 
Cook county. 

Elmer J. Green, state superintend- 
ent of prisons, was appointed in his 
stead. ‘The governor. acted on rec- 
ommendations of the Will county 
grand jury at Joliet which yesterday 
reported after making an investiga- 
tion following the murder of a deputy 
warden and the escape of seven con- 
victs. 

Will Remove Officials. 

In addition to removing Warden 
Whitman, Governor Small announced 
several lesser prison officials recom- 
mended ousted by the Will county 
grand jury will be removed, but he 
said nothing about the removal of 
Will Colvin, state superintendent of 
pardons and paroles, whose discharge 
the grand jury also recommended. 
Neither did he mention Chauncey Jen- 


kins, ‘director of the departnient of 
public welfare, whose dismissal was 
asked by Oscar Carlstrom, attorney 
general in charge of the Cook coun- 
ty jury’ investigation. 

Five of the seven convicts who es- 
caped after killing the deputy warden 
three weeks ‘ago were arraigned at 
Joliet on murder indictments. All en- 
tered pleas of not guilty and attorneys 
were appointed to represent them. 
The two other convicts never have 
been caught. 


Marks First Action. 


Appointment of Mr. Green marks 
one of the first steps by Governor 
Small to cope with the situation 
brought about by the murder of Dep- 
uty Warden Klein. It also marks the 
first action taken since charges were 
brought that an alleged “pardon mill’’

The vote of 535 to 382 was in sharp 
contrast to last year when Dr. Charles 
R. Erdman was elected moderator 
over the same defeated candidate by 
scarcely a score of votes. 

Dr. Thompson had a majority of 2 
in the electoral commission from Cal- 
ifornia, which includes Berkeley, Dr. 
McAfee’s pastorate. 

The only synods’ giving a substan- 
tial majority to McAfee were those 


of Baltimore, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. 

The new moderator’s only official 
pronouncement oh the taking of the 
gavel as presiding officer was on pro- 
hibition, when he made the following 
statement: 

“As newly elected moderator one 
of my first official acts will be to 
proclaim to.the world, sympathy with 
and approval of the 18th amendment 
to the constitution, the Volstead act. 
and its enforcement.” 

Saying that he was an unqualified 
Picsbyterian, “whatever that may be,” 
Dr. Thompson asserted: “I want to 
make testima@ay here that I stand 
true to this great church.” 


Promised Support. 


Dr. Erdman, in relinquishing the 
chair, assured Dr. Thompson that “a 
unified church will give you support 
in every work.” 

The new moderator was escorted to 
the platform, in accordance with es- 
tablished custom, by Dr. Roy E. Vale, 
of Oak Park, Ill., who nominated him, 
ai.1 Edward Duffield, lay member of 
the assembly and president of the Pru- 
deatial Insurance company, who sec- 
onded his nomination. 

Dr. Thompson, who recently be- 
came president-emeritus of Ohio State 
university, after serving more than 25 
years as president of the institution, 
was called the “best-loved man in the 
state of Ohio” by Dr. Vale. 

His spons>r pointed out that he 
had started as a farm hand, had been 
a janitor in college and worked up 
f .m the lowest ranks, finally achiev- 
| ing his university post when it was 

“a college in a corn field.” Ohio State 
university, under his regime, grew) to 
be sixth in size fa the United States, 
Dr. Vale asserted.

Mellon Reiterates Inten- 
tion Not To Force “Cool- 
idgeOrder” on AnyState 
Not Welcoming It.

Washington, May 27.—Prohibition 
monopolized attention in Washington 
Thursday with these developments: 

Stronger legislation to stop sale of 
beer and to show what prohibition 
really means was urged before the 
house judiciary committee by Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury An- 
drews in charge of prohibition en- 
forcement. 

The senate judiciary committee ap- 
pointed a subcommittee to consider 
the legality of the recent executive or- 
der authorizing federal status for 
state, county and local officers. 

Practical!y the entire day in the 
senate was devoted to debating probi- 
bition, the executive order and the 
proposed referendum. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
reiterated in more positive terms his 
intention not to force the executive 
order upon any state which does not 
welcome it. 

The LaGuardia resolution calling on 
Mellon for information concerning en- 
forcement of the prohibition law 
against the Howell and King brewery 
in Luzerne county, Pennsylvania, was 
favorably reported in the house. 

Prohi Holds Interest, 

Prohibition is absorbing more at- 
tention in Washington than at any 
time since its adoption. Debate and 
yaterest seem inexhaustible, though it 
is conceded by cven the most hope- 
ful wets that congress at present is 
averwhelmingly dry and will not move 
one inch toward modification, 
Andrews appealed to the house com- 
mittee to speed passage of the admin- 
istration enforcement bill, known as 


the Graham bill in the house and the 
Goff bill in the senate. 

“It is common knowledge,” 
that “beer is being so It can be 
stopped and should bes stopped, for one 
reason to show what national prohi- 
bition may mean.’ 

Illicit distilling, he declared, can- 
not be stopped unless prohibition 
agents have power to raid dwellings 
when they are positive liquor is being 
distilled. Bootleggers, finding it more 
difficult to obtain alcohol, are rent- 
ing private dwellings and converting 
them into distilleries. 

“A man’s home ceases to be his 
castle when he turns it into a distil- 
lery.” Andrews asserted. 

He urged that the law be amended 
so that retired army and mare offi- 
cers who have the character, loyalty 


he said, 


‘and training that prohibition admin- 


istrators require could be employed in 
that capacity. Representative Dyer, 
Missouri, wet republican, asked if this 
would not be the first step toward 
using the army and navy in enforcing 
prohibition, 

“I do not think so,”’ replied An- 
drews. 

He wants authority given to the 
coast guard to search American ves- 
sels anywhere. 

Miss Mabel Walker Willebrandt, as- 
sistant attorney general in charge o 
prohibition enforcement, recommended 
passage of the Stalker bill, which 
would make jail sentences mandatory 
for first offenses involving possession 
of liquor for sale. Some members of 
the committee suggested this might 
result in jailing a man for carrying 
a hip pocket flask. She did not agree 
with this construction and said the 
measure would help relieve court con- 
gestion by keeping bootleggers in jail 
whereas now they recover the amount 
of their fines by selling more liquor. 

Filibuster Started. 

A prohibition discussion was started 
in the senate as a form of mild fili- 
buster against the migratory bird bill 
which is supposedly backed by powder 
and firearms manufacturers. Ashurst, 
Arizona, democrat,.charged that the 
prohibition wrangle was a filibuster

Is Left-Handedness Abnormal? 

One of the many theories proposed 
to explain left-handedness is that most 
of us are right-handed because the 
center of gravity of the body is on 
the right side and so a greater weight 
is on the right foot and leg, which 
gives a firmer support for movements 
of the right arm and hand. The main 
trouble with this theory is that in- 


ed long before they can possibly dis- 
cover that the center of gravity is out 
of plumb. If this theory were cor- 
rect, we should expect to find trans- 
posed organs in a left-handed person, 
but we find nothing of the kind. The 
anthropoid apes have viscera disposed 
about as are those of man, with the 
center of gravity a little to the right 
of the mesial plane, but the apes show 
no tendency toward handedness. 
Thomas Carlyle speculated on the 
cause of handedness when hé was 
suffering with writer’s cramp. He 
says in his journal that anyone must 
comprehend the importance of the 
right-handedness of the race when 
one of 
whom happens to be left-handed, try- 
ing to mow a field together, Carlyle 
wonders whether any race could be so 
primitive as to lack right-handedness. 
He conjectures that the race developed 
right-handedness from primitive war- 
fare—the region of the heart was 
best protected by the shield held in 
the left hand, and that left the right 
to handle the club or spear. Carlyle 
was unable to write by dictation. Had 
he been trained two-handedly, that 
is, taught to use either hand for fine 


and public speaking.more to his taste. 
This is just my own theory. 

This theory of Carlyle’s has been 
advanced by various others since. It 
is rather flattering to the intelligence 
of our primitive ancestors—I doybt 
they knew whether or what the heart 
was. But other suggestions are made 
in explanation of the right-handedness 
of the cave men. One is that the club, 
stick, spear or sword was handled 
with the. right hand in order to keep 
the vulnerable heart as far as possi- 
ble from the adversary. This theory 
itself rests on a purely theoretical 
fancy that the primitive men were 
right-handed. I doubt that. I think 
they were two-handed, like the apes. 
Anatomical. Factors of Handedness. 

Some authorities have suggested 
that handedness depends on ‘differ- 
ences in the blood supply of the two 
sides of the brain. The brain centers } 
for the control of the right hand and 
arm are situated in the left cerebral 
hemisphere, which side might seem 
to receive blood supply more-directly 
from the aorta or great artery than 
does the right side of the brain. But 
more accurate observation and meas- 
urements have not borne out these 
fancies. 

Greater development of the left cere- 
bral hemisphere may have something 
to do with right-handedness. One great 
anatomist, Cunningham, contended 
that right-handedness is due to a 
transmitted functional superiority of 
the left side of the brain, which has 
been attained through the process of 
natural selection, in evolution. If this 
theory is correct, left-handed individ- 
uals must have a more thoroughly de-

WWLIETTE MILL 


Macon; Ga., May 27.—(4)—The en- 
tire plant of the Juliette Milling com- 
pany, said to have been the largest 
of the old-fashioned water power 
plants in the south, was destroyed by 
fire this afternoon. The loss is es- 
timated at $150,000, covered by in- 
surance. The plant is located at Ju- 
liette, Ga., 30 miles north of here. 

The fire started from an overheat- 
ed bearing and spread with great ra- 
pidity through the big grist mill. The 
heat was so intense that Southern 
railway passenger trainshad to be 
keld on the tracks on both sides of 
the mill, unable to pass the scene. 

favorable wind, blowing out of 
the northwest, saved the big knitting 
will, across the river from the grist 
mill. Sparks and embers were car- 
ried a great distance to the south of 
the mill, but there was nothing in 
that direction to destroy. No one 
was injured. 

The plant of the Juliette Milling 
company was owned by 8S. R. Jaques 
and J. N. Birch, of this city, operat- 
ing as a partnership. Thirty men 
were employed there and the plant 
had a capacity of grinding 6,000 bush- 
els of corn a day. There were twen- 
ty-two sets of “rocks,” or millstones, 
in the mill. 

In the plant were 50,000 bushels 
of corn and much other material used 
in packing grits and meal. On the 
sidetracks were nine cars of corn 
which was delivered to the company 
by the Southern railway only a few 
hours before the fire was discovered, 
all of which burned. 

It was announced by the company 
that another plant undoubtedly would 
be built on the site of the old one. 
There is a concrete dam above the 
mill, supplying water power for the 
aie mill and also for the knitting 
mii.

CARROLL FOUND 
GUILTY BY JURY 


BY FRANK GETTY, 


New York, May 27.—Five minutes 
spent by Joyce Hawley in a tub may 
cost Earl Carroll five years in At- 
lanta penitentiary. 

Such is a possible sequel to the gay 
party which the impresario gave for 
his friends on Washington’s birthday. 

Carroll was convicted of perjury on 
two counts by a jury which deliberat- 
ed only an hour, and will be sentenced 
by federal Judge Goddard next Thurs 
da 


y. 
The juries found that the theatri- 
cal producer perjured himself when he 
testified before the grand jury that 
no one got into a bathtub‘on the stage 
of his theater during the party. 
Little Choice for Jury. 
After hearing Joyce Hawley admit 
on the stand that she had undressed 
at Carroll’s request and sat down in 
a tub containing some pink liquid, 
which afterwards was quaffed by some 
of the male guests, the jurors had lit- 
tle choice but to find the producer 
guilty. 
The jury decided, however, that 
Carroll was not guilty of lying on the 
subject of serving intoxicating drinks. 
The maximum sentence is not more 
than five years’ imprisonment or a 
fine of $10,000, or both, on each of 
the two counts upon which the impre- 
sario was convicted. ‘There were two 
counts because Carroll told the same 
story to two grand juries. ° 

Whatever sentence the producer re- 
ceives, his counsel will appeal. The 
defense is confident that a higher court 
will reverse the verdict. 

Lawyers Satisfied. 

When the jury announced that 
Carrol] was “not guilty” of having 
violated the Volstead act—as alleged 
by the government in two additional 
charges—Herbert C. Smyth and his as- 
sociates on the defense counsel heaved 
audible sighs of relief. 

Carroll himself was very pale, and 
sat clutching his wife’s hand. He 
would not comment upon the verdict. 

“Tt was a 50-50 verdict,” Smyth said 
afterwards. “I feel confident that 
the conviction will be reversed in a 
higher court. Once the jury found 
Mr. Carroll not guilty of violating the 
prohibition law, the government’s 
whole case collapses.” 

U. 8S. Attorney Buckner expressed 
satisfaction with the verdict, pointing 
out that Judge Goddard, in his charge 
to the jury this morning, declared that 
they were not trying a prohibition 
case. They were trying a perjury 
case, the judge reminded the jurors, 
and the question was simply whether 
Carroll lied when he said there was 
no one in the tub and that no intoxi- 
cants were served,
